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BRONCO 1968 PREVIEW 


A winning professional football team isn't constructed overnight, 
or in a single season. Denver Bronco General Manager and Head Coach 
Lou Saban doesn’t argue the point. But, Lou believes that the Broncos 
will be improved in 1968, 

‘We'll be better in 1968 because of 1967," Saban said as the 
Rocky Mountain team headed into training camp. “Despite our won- 
ost tecord, we feel that 1967 was an important season for us. We 
were able to evaluate players . . . sort out personnel." 

We now have a working nucleus," Saban continued, ‘something 
that we didn’t have at this time a year ago. Though we still have some 
gaps to fill, we feel that the Broncos will be competitive this season.” 

In general, Saban feels that the major Bronco trouble spot going 
into camp is the defensive secondary. Only two of the men who were 
starters at the close of the 1967 campaign, corner Nemiah Wilson and 
safety Jack Lentz, are expected to be available this season. 

Saban also sees some spots in the offensive line that need im- 
provement. And, he realizes that his sophomore linebackers must not 
make rookie mistakes. 

On the positive side, the Bronco skipper believes that All-Leaguer 
Al Denson and Eric Crabtree give Denver outside receiving equal to 
that found anywhere in the AFL. Talented Dave Costa heads up a de- 
fensive line that showed steady improvement throughout the 1967 
season. 

The major question mark area — and the key to Bronco success, 
‘or lack of same — is the quarterback position. Steve Tensi, acquired 
last August from San Diego, begins his second season as a starter. 
As a “rookie,” the lanky signal caller improved continually. But, Steve 
must continue to improve, if Denver is to be a winner. 

Saban believes that the proper way to build is with youth. Thus, 
the Broncos were the youngest team in the AFL or NFL in 1967. The 
inexperience resulted in setbacks. 

But, there was improvement . . . improvement that should be re- 
flected in the won-lost columns in 1968. Against the six teams that 
Denver played twice last season, the Broncos were no less than 114 
points better the second time around. They won two of their final 
four games. 


THE OFFENSE 

In the final four games of the 1967 season, Denver averaged 
24.5 points per game, well above its average for the first 10 games 
of the season. Included was 2 seasonal high of 33 points in downing 
the New York Jets (33-24) at Shea Stadium. The key to continued of- 
fensive improvement will be quarterback Steve Tensi. Al Denson and 
Eric Crabtree give Denver quality outside receiving. A year of experi- 
ence should make Floyd Little a standout as a running back. Up front, 
Saban feels that some adjustments must be made. 


QUARTERBACKS 

Steve Tensi is the man on the spot. After a season of bench-riding 
and a season of subbing at San Diego, Tensi had to struggle at times 
as a starter for Denver in 1967. But, he showed improvement through- 
out the year. Able to throw long at the season's outset, he gained ef- 
fectiveness throwing short as the season wore on. On the year, Tensi 
completed 131 of 325 passes for 1,915 yards and 16 touchdowns. He 
was intercepted only 17 times, 

Backup man Jim LeClair is back, but the second-year man will have 
to ward off challenges from rookies Mickey Beard and Marlin Briscoe 
and others to hold onto his job: 

How much Tensi continues to improve will be a major key to 
Denver Bronco success, 


RUNNING BACKS 
Floyd Little, fully recovered from a shoulder injury that forced him 


out of the final game of the 1967 season, is solid at the halfback po- 
sition, But, Bo Hickey can expect a real batile from draftee Garrett Ford, 


3 230-pounder, for the fullback spot. Little was No. 13 in the AFL in 
rushing as a rookie with 381 yards on 130 carries. He was an out- 
standing performer by the close of the campaign. Floyd doubles as a 
top kickoff and punt returner. He was No. 1 in the league in the latter 
depariment in ‘67. 

Hickey, who rushed for 263 yards, has talent, but must keep his 
weight down. Ford, a top prospect, was hampered by an ankle injury 
as a senior at West Virginia last season. He ran for 894 yards as a 
sophomore and 1,068 as a junior. Rookie Ron Lamb also has a shot at 
the fullback post. With halfback-fullback Wendell Hayes gone via the 
trade route to Kansas City, service returnee Fran Lynch and dark- 
horse rookie Steve Grady are the other top contenders at halfback. 

Saban feels that the Bronco running game should be stronger in 
1968. 


RECEIVERS 

Flanker and All-Leaguer Al Denson and Eric Crabtree make outside 
receiving the Bronco long suit going into training camp. Tom Beer, a 
second year man, is the incumbent at tight end. Denson, who rates 
with the best in the AFL or NFL, caught 46 passes for 899 yards and 
had a brilliant 19.5 average in 1967. He tied KC's Otis Taylor for the 
league lead in touchdown caiches with 11. Al has a fine combination 
of size (6-3, 210) and speed (9.6 in the 100). Denson was an AFL all- 
star selection last season, 

Crabtree, who caught one pass as a Bronco rookie in 1966, snared 
46 to deadlock Denson in 1967. He totaled 716 yards, had a 15.6 
average and tallied five TDs. Beer, starting slowly, grabbed 11 for 155 
yards and a 14.1 norm. Soph Neal Sweeney will be hard to beat as 
the outside backup men, He averaged 22.7 on six grabs in spot work 
in '67, Bob Scarpitto has experience, and rookie Mike Haffner has a 
chance. Dave Moton and Dave Washington lead a group trying to un- 
seat Beer. 


The picture here is very bright. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

Though a number of men showed promises as the 1967 season 
progressed, the offensive line is still unsettled. At the outset, Sam 
Bruneli and Tom Cichowski are the men to beat at the tackles, George 
Goeddeke is out front at left guard, and Larry Kaminski is the No. 1 
man at center. With the departure of right guard Pat Matson to Cin- 
cinnati in the expansion draft, that position is wide open. But, both 
Brunelli and Cichowski would fit in well at guard positions, and Goed- 
deke played center as a collegian. 

Former defensive lineman Bob Young, vet Dick Tyson and rookie 
draftee Bob Vaughn will all battle for guard positions. Rookies Bob 
Hendrix and George Gaiser and soph Mike Current are in the tackle 
picture. Newcomer Jon Bruno is a threat to Kaminski at center. Sound- 
blocking Tom Beer will be hard to unseat at tight end. 

Saban feels that there may be a number of adjustments in the line 
prior to the regular season. He would be happy if a big man would 
come out of the pack to earn a tackle post. All of the current starters 
will have to stay on their toes. 


DEFENSE 

Generally, Saban feels that the Broncos have men up front capable 
of doing the job. However, rookies will keep Captain Dave Costa and 
his veteran associates of 1967 toeing the mark. The linebackers, mostly 
second-year men, should be improved over 1967. 

‘The secondary present serious problems. Two gaps, possibly more, 
will have to be filled if the Broncos are to be a better defensive foot- 
ball team. “Without a defense,’ Saban says, ‘you simply don't win.” 


DEFENSIVE LINE 

Tackle Dave Costa had his best season as a pro in 1967, and was 
an all-star selection. Saban feels that Dave has the ability to hold his 
‘own with most pro forwards. Running mate Jerry Inman was a pleas- 
ant surprise. End Dick Jackson was in-and-out in his first season up 
front, after shifting from a linebacker position, but the coaches have 
high hopes for continued improvement. 
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Rex Mirich and Pete Duranko are the top candidates for the other 
end job, Soph Duranko played solid football late in 1967. Vet Larry 
Cox and rookies could also play a major role in this area. Curly Culp, 
3 255-pounder and Denver's top draft choice, may bid for a tackle 
spot. Gordon Lambert and Bob Langford are other draftees who are 
highly-regarded. 

With some solid veterans and capable newcomers, the defensive 
Jine could turn out to be a bright spot. 


LINEBACKERS 

Denver played the 1967 season almost exclusively with rookies, 
middle man John Huard and Chip Myrtle, Frank Richter, Lou Andrus 
and Carl Cunningham. All were starters at times. Saban hopes that the 
year of experience will pay off with improved linebacking in 1968. 

Huard was a capable performer by the close of '67, and Richter 
was coming fast. Three rookie draftees, Paul Smith, Jeff Kuhman and 
Adin Brown, head the list of newcomers. 

Over-all, Saban expects less mistakes from his linebacker corps 
this year, due to a measure of experience, and thus a better degree 
of productivity. 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 

“This is our biggest problem area,” says Saban. He gets few dis- 
senters. Only corner Nemiah Wilson and free safety Jack Lentz return 
from the group serving as starters for most of last season. Strong 
safety Lonnie Wright was selected by Cincinnati in the expansion draft, 
and corner Goldie Sellers was traded to Kansas City. Corner Jim Sum- 
mers, a standout rookie early last year, will not play due to injuries 
suffered midway through the 1967 season. 

The Broncos have loaded up with secondary acquisitions during 
the off-season, and Saban will test all hands during the training sea- 
son. Lentz came on strong at the free safety spot last season. Rookie 
college All-American Frank Loria will challenge. Veteran Bobby Ply, 
second-year man Tom Cassese and rookie draftee Gus Hollomon will 
be in the forefront of the battle for the other safety post. 

Wilson, who checks in at 165 pounds, will have to ward off rookie 
draft choice Drake Garrett and others to retain a starting post. At the 
other side rookies Steve Holloway, Charlie Greer, Vernon Dickey, Trent 
Walters and others will battle it out. 

Patching up the secondary is 2 must for Saban and his aides. It 
is their major concern going into training camp. 


PUNTING 

Bob Scarpitto gives Denver outstanding punting. The former Notre 
Damer average 44.9 yards per effort in 1967 to lead both the AFL 
and NFL in punting for the second straight year. (He set a league rec- 
ord with a 45.8 average in 1966.) Bob established AFL standards for 
most kicks and most yardage in a season in ‘67 with 105 for 4,713. 
He also had the league's longest boot of the season, 73 yards. Rookies 
Bill Van Heusen, Gene Fisher, Gus Hollomon and Joe Divito are also 
punters. 


FIELD GOALS, KICKOFFS, PATs 
The Broncos tried a number of placekickers in 1967, winding up 
with former discus champion Bob Humphreys, Bob was seven of 15 
on field goal tries and made 18 of 19 PAT placements. Late in the 
season. Humphreys banged through 47 and 43 yard attempts. Jack 
Abendschan heads a newcomer group. Denver looks for improvement 
in this department in 1968. 


KICKOFF AND PUNT RETURNS 

Denver led the AFL in both punt and kickoff returning in 1967, 
averaging 13.5 per punt and 25.3 per kickoff. The Broncos would like 
nothing better than to lose the team kickoff return derby in 1968. 

Floyd Little became the first rookie to pace the loop in punt re- 
turns since the league's initial season, bringing back 16 for 270 
yards and a 16.9 average. Floyd's 72-yard return against the Jets was 
the AFL's only touchdown-getting return of the season. Little was third 
in kickoff returns with 35 for 942 yards and a 26.9 average. Eric 
Crabtree, Nemiah Wilson, Fran Lynch and rookies should make Bronco 
punt and kickoff returning potent again in 1968.

Chairman of the Board 
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Gerry Phipps has been an integral part of the Denver 
sports scene for more than two decades — two decades 
which saw the metropolitan area attain major league status 
and nationwide recognition. 

In 1947, he became part of the organization that brought 
the Denver Bears here as members of the old Western League. 
The Bears, during the years which immediately followed that 
move, set minor league baseball attendance records which 
stood unchallenged for many years. 

In 1961, one year after big league professional football 
had arrived here in the form of the Denver Broncos of the 
American Football League, Phipps became a major owner. 

Four years later, he and his brother, Allan, became 
virtually the sole owners of the club and he assumed duties 
as board chairman. In 1966, with the consolidation of the 
two major leagues announced effective 1970, Denver joined 
the select handful of cities honored with a franchise in the 
combined leagues. 

It was the culmination of hard work—and long-held 
dreams. 

Now, more than 20 years after Gerry Phipps first found 
himself involved in Denver's sports picture, the dreams are 
becoming reality — much to the delight of the metropolitan 
area's sports and civic minded enthusiasts. 

Phipps, 53, is a member of the Denver Country Club, 
the Denver Athletic Club, Denver Club, Cherry Hills Country 
Club and the Williams Club of New York. 

He was born March 4, 1915, in Denver to Lawrence C. 
and Margaret Rogers Phipps and received his bachelor’s 
degree from Williams College in 1936. 

He was employed by the Denver & Rio Grande Western 
Railroad from then until he entered the Navy as an Ensign in 
May, 1942. 

Following his separation from the service in 1945, he 
was employed by a general contracting firm in Denver until 
1952, when he formed his present company. In 1958, he 
was elected vice-president and treasurer of California Eiec- 
tric Power Co. and when that company merged with South- 
ern California Edison Company late in 1963, he was named 
a director of the latter. He is a past president of the Asso- 
ciated Building Contractors of Colorado, Inc., and a director 
of The First National Bank of Denver and The Western Federal 
Savings and Loan Association. 

Phipps was married in New York City on Sept. 24, 1937, 
to the former Janet Alice Smith. They have three daughters.

He served in 
World War Il as a Lieutenant Commander, U. S. Naval Re- 
serve, in the Pacific Theater, 


He is a director of the Denver Tramway Corporation, 
Cherry Creek National Bank, South Denver National Bank, 
Belcaro Realty Investment Company, International Realty 
Company and the Highlander Hotel Corporation. 


Phipps was admitted to the Colorado bar in 1938 and 
joined Hughes & Dorsey in 1946.

Expanded Stadium, Facilities Aid Broncos 


The Denver Broncos, on the climb off the field as 
well as on, will play home football games in an en- 
larged 50,000-seat stadium in 1968 and prepare for 
game action on an expanded practice field. 

Expansion of Bears Stadium was the end product of 
a successful civic drive to raise $1.8 million by non- 
profit groups called Metro Stadium, Inc. and the DOERS 
(Dedicated Organization for the Erection of the Right 
Stadium). 

With the completion of the drive earlier this year, 
Metro Stadium purchased the stadium from Empire 
Sports, Inc. and presented it to the City of Denver as a 
gift. The Broncos now lease the facility for home foot- 
ball games. 

A $3 million revenue bond issue allowed for con- 
struction of the new 16,000-seat upper deck in the 
West, plus the improvement of other stadium facilities. 
The new Bears Stadium will be dedicated on Sunday, 
Sept. 29, when the Broncos open the home season 
against the Boston Patriots. (Pre-season games will be 
played at DU Stadium.) 

The Bronco practice field, at 57th Ave. and Valley 
Highway in suburban Denver, has been enlarged and 
improved. Adjustments, including additional locker 
room space, have been made to the Bronco Fieldhouse 
at the practice site.

Lou Saban AFL Coach-of-the-Year as 
skipper_of the Buffalo Bills in 1964 
and 1965, has been the chief executive 
of the Denver Broncos since December 
1966, when he signed a 10-year con- 
tract as General Manager and Head 

ach. 

Saban’s first season at Denver, a 
year of transition, was a rebuilding 
campaign both on and off the field. 
The 1967 Broncos posted a 3-11 rec 
ord. However, Denver came on strongly 
after mid-season, The Broncos won two 
of their final four games and were no 
less than 114 points better in the second game with the seven AFL teams they 
faced twice. 

Off the field, 1967 found Saban and his staff in the forefront of a drive 
that saw Bronco fans raise $1.8 million for the purchase of Bears Stadium by 
the city, allowing for subsequent rennovation and expansion of the facility 
that will’ mean 50,000 seats for the 1968 season 
that we have constructed a sound organization,” Saban said, 
‘and that we now have the player nucleus that we require to 
pro football. Our goal is to climb to the top." 

At Buffalo, Saban transformed an also-ran into a winner. When the Bills 
finished last in the AFL's Eastern Division in 1961, Lou was elevated from Di- 
rector of Player Personnel to Head Coach. Saban produced a winning team his 
first year, The next season, 1963, the Bills moved up to second place in their 
division. In 1964 and 1965, the Saban-coached Bills won both their divisional 
title and the over-all AFL championship, 

The 46-year-old Bronco GM-Head Coach began his professional coaching 
career in 1960, when the AFL came into being. He directed the Boston Patriots 
in 1960 and for the first five games of the 1961 season. After winning the 
AFL title for the second straight time at Buffalo in 1965, Saban decided to 
return to the college coaching ranks at Maryland. However, Bronco owners 
Gerald and Allan Phipps persuaded Lou to return to the AFL in the dual ca- 
pacities of General Manager and Head Coach a year later. His won-lost record 
for sixcplus seasons is 46-403, 

A single wing quarterback at the University of Indiana, Saban was the 
Hoosiers’ captain and most valuable player in 1942, as well as an All-Big 
Ten selection. An almost sure bet for All-America honots the following year, as 
a senior, Saban found the military taking prior claim. And, in due course, he 
was commissioned a First Lieutenant in the Army's 0.8.S. 
school at Fort Benning, Georgia, Lou was as-

Three and a half years later, Saban received his honorable discharge and 
signed a professional football contract with the Cleveland Browns in the newly- 
formed All-America Conference. 

It was the start of one of sports’ most successful sagas. During the four 
years Saban played for the Browns, they won four league championships. Lou 
captained the Browns each season.

Saban returned to pro football in 1960 as head coach of the Boston 
Patriots in the new AFL.

Sept. 3, 1967—at Denver Denver 26, Boston 21 
Attendance—35,488 

The Denver Broncos kicked off the 1967 American Football 
League season against the Boston Patriots with a thrilling, come-from- 
behind, 26-21 win. The game, which was televised nationally by NBC, 
was a bell-ringer from the start and the outcome was in doubt until 
the final gun. Denver got on the scoreboard first. With just over three 
minutes gone in the initial period, quarterback Steve Tensi hit Al Den- 
son for 12 yards. Veteran Pat signal caller Babe Parilli, quickly got his 
club even a few minutes later on a 79-yard bomb to Art Graham, 
Gary Kroner gave the Broncos a 10-7 lead to carry into the third quar- 
ter. He split the uprights from 20 yards out with two minutes re- 
maining in the second quarter. Tensi and Denson teamed up once again 
for a score early in the third stanza, this time on a 55-yard pitch. But, 
Parilli showed his mettle by throwing scoring strikes of 55 yards to 
Jim Nance and 20 yards to Larry Garron, giving the Beantowners the 
lead for the first time in the game. Trailing 21-16 early in the fourth 
period, Kroner narrowed the count to 21-19, driving the ball home 
from nine yards away. The field goal was set up by Tensi’s 58-yard 
sideline aerial to Denson. Just over a minute later the Broncos got their 
winning margin. Goldie Sellers stepped in front of Gino Cappelletti on 
Boston's 24-yard line, stole Parilli’s pass, and scampered unmolested 
into the end zone for Denver's final score. Nemiah Wilson then dashed 
Boston's last hopes, with time running out, registering Denver's sixth 
interception off Parilli and insuring Denver's first opening day win 
since 1962.

Keith Lincoln banged four yards to pay dirt with a little over 
three minutes remaining in the game, to give the Buffalo Bills a tight 
17-16 win over the Broncos. The game saw the Broncos squander a 
16-3 fourth quarter lead. Until the fourth period the contest was a 
rugged defensive struggle. Buffalo rang up three points just before 
the half ended on Tom Mercer's 32-yard field goal. That wiped out 
a two-point advantage Denver had gained just as the second quarter 
began . . . when Rich Jackson hit Jack Kemp for safety. Denver finally 
broke the six-point ice to take a 9-3 lead. With time running out in 
the third stanza, Wendell Hayes capped a 80-yard, 11-play drive, 
slashing over from the one.

Adverse weather proved to be just what the doctor ordered for 
the Broncos, as they gained a 21-20 win over the Buffalo Bills. The 
victory not only broke a nine-game losing streak, but served as a stim- 
ulus to Denver's play for the remainder of the season.

Denver used touchdown passes from 
Steve Tensi of 49 yards to Eric Crabtree and 18 yards to Al Denson, 
plus a four-yard scoring jaunt by Bo Hickey and a 29-yard Roger 
Leclerc field goal, to pile up its big lead, However, the New York 
defense, stimulated by Namath, stiffened to blank Denver in the 
second half, Meanwhile, slinging Joe was busy beating the clack in 
the second quarter to draw the Jets to within three points of the 
Broncos, 24-21, as the gun ended the half. In the final 30 minutes 
of play, it was all New York.

Paced by the bull-like rushes of Clem Daniels and Hewritt 
Dixon, the Raiders churned out 208 yards rushing and four touch- 
downs. Quarterbacks Daryle Lamonica and George Blanda accounted 
for the remaining yardage with a sharp aerial game that accounted for 
two more scores.

But, Steve Tensi found Al Denson streaking down the 
sidelines on a third and nine situation from Denver's own 32-yard 
late in the second quarter, and the Raiders netted only an 18-7 
lead at halftime. Oakland was to get only three more points on a 43- 
yard field goal by George Blanda with time running out in the third 
period. In the fourth quarter, the Broncos used a fumble recovery and 
short punt to chalk up a touchdown and field goal, leaving the game 
very much in doubt with eight minutes left to play. But, Daryle La- 
monica rallied his forces for one long, time-consuming drive that pre- 
served the triumph.
